“In the Hockerville field the Miami
Volunteer and the Lucky Jennie are
almost ready to operate; in the St
Louis field the Brewster and the Cor-
tez are well under way; in the Picher
field the Jefferson, the Miami Metals
No. 2 and the LaSalle are almost com.
pleted; in the Tar River field the Law-
vers, the Pelican and the Silver Plume
are almost ready to start; in the Dou-
that field the Century and Wilson are
being built; in the Quapaw field the
Quapaw mill of the Big V is nearly
finished, and in the Sunnyside field
the Praivie, the Good Luck, the Chur-
lotte and the Aurora are almost ready
to begin operating.

“Nearly all of these mills are on
properties that are especinlly rich and
a conserlative estimate on their ca-

“No wheat miller or manufacturer
of commercial mixed feeds shall mix
any greater percentage of his output
of 1918 wheat mill feed with other
feeding stuffs, or sell any greater
percentage to feed mixers for such
mixing, than he mixed or sold in
1017."

MILL PROFITEERED.

The J. C. Lysle Milling Company
of Leavenworth, Kan, was caught
profiteering and the Food Administra-
tion required that all the excess prof-
its, amounting to $80,121.87 be turn-
ed over to the government. The mill
also contributed $10,000 to the Red
Cross to show their good faith and
as a pledge thas there would be me
more profiteering in the future.

TURKEY RAFFLES TABOOED,
